Hon. Judson C. Clements was born in 
Walker county, Georgia, February 12, 1846. 
He had fair school advantages, but never at- 


vended college. He entered the service of the

He was wounded inthe engagement around 
Atlanta. After the war he decided to enter 
the profession of law, and he prepared him- 
self by a course of study at Cumber- 


land university, Lebanon, Tenn. He 
has ever since ‘been engaged. in that 
profession and has won an enviable reputation 
as a lawyer. ; 

He is one of the most prominent Baptists in 
the state, joining the Baptist church at the 
age of thirteen. Heis a deaconin the Bap- 
tist church at his home, and is clerk of the 
Baptist Association and its Sunday school con- 
vention. 

In politics he has achieved notable success. 
He was representative of hiscounty in the 
legislature in 1872-’74, and in the senate from 
the forty-fourth district the following term. 
He was elected to congress from thé seventh 
in 1880, and was. contin- 
uously re-elected until last ‘year, 
when he was defeated by R. W. Everett. 

He was married in 1874, but afew months 
afterwards his wife died. 

He is popular at home, and his distinguished 
ability was recognized on the floor of the 
national house of representatives.

The Exciting Contest for the Senatorship 
in Ohio. 

Cotumsus, O., January 1.—It looks today as 
though a solution of the Qhio senatorial con 
test may be known to the nation within a day 
or two, despite the fact that the republican 
senatorial caucus is fully ten days off.

PERKINS SUCCEEDS PLUMB. 


Ingalls Thrown to the Gruund with a Heavy 
Thud by Governor Humphrey. 

Topeka, Kan,, January 1.—[Special.]—At 
5:30 0’clock this afternoon, Governor Hum- 
phrey ended the senatorial struggle and ap- 
pointed ex-Congressman Bishop-W. Perkins 
United States senator, to succeed the late 
Preston B. Plumb. 

“For a week Governor Humphrey has given 
patient consideration to the claims of nearly a 
dozen candidates. 

Bishop W. Perkins was born at Rochester, 
Lorain county, Ohio, in 1842. He received 
his early education in the public schools at 
Knox college; Galesburg, I]. After leaving 
college he spent two years in Colorado. . In 
July, 1862, he enlisted in Company D, Eighty- 
third [Illinois Volunteer infantry. He was 
one of the sergeants of his company until after 
the battle of Stone River. 

He was afterward detailed as adjutant, and 
later made captain of a company. He served 
four years through ‘the war, participating in 
some of the hardest fought battles. He was 
mustered out at Nashville, Tenn., and re- 
turned to Illinois and entered the law offices

of Hon. O. C. Gray, of Ottawa. He was ad- 
mitted to the bar, and the same year located 
at Pierceton, Ind. He came to Oswego, Kan., 
in 1869, and was soon appointed county attor- 
ney. He was elected probate judge in 1870, 
aud held that office until he was appointed 
district judge in 1873. He remained on the 
bench ten years. In 1882 he was nominated 
as one of four candidates to congress at large 
in the most bitterly contested state conven- 
tion ever held in this state. He was elected 
in the third congressional district in 1884, 1886 
and 1888, being defeated in 1890 by the com- 
bined vote of the democrats and Farmers’ 
Alliance, with B. H. Clover as the candidate. 


GOVERNOR ‘FLOWER INAUGURATED, 


Retires to 
Washington. 

ALBANY, N.. Y., January 1.—[{Special.]— 
At noon today the Hon. Roswell P. Flower 
was inaugurated governor of the statejof New 
York, to which high office he was elected on 
November 3d last. 

The ceremonies attending the occasion 
were of the most marked character and im- 
portance, as they not only represented the 
elevation of one of her citizens to the high 
office of chief executive, but also witnessed 
the relinguishment of executive authority of 
Governor David B. Hill, who, for seven years, 
ha’ administered the affairs of state with such 
ability, firmness and conspicuous fidelity. This 
occasion marks the forty-ninthinanguration of 
a governor of this state, and was marked by its 
characteristic simplicity. It was the wish of 
Governor Flower that the occasion of the in- 
auguration be made as simple as possible, and 
the local military only participated in the 
escort from the executive mansion to the 
capitol, where in the assembly chamber before 
nearly four thousand people, Governor ‘ill 
delivered his farewell address. Governor 
Flower replied in-an address characterized by 
its soundness and simplicity. In replying to 
Governor Hill, he saidin part: 

‘‘They have found in you, their servant, a 
sturdy defender of constitutional rights, 
a resolute and -consistent champion 
of home rule, a wholesome example 
of honest and honorable partisanship, a 
faith{ul, able and fearless executive, whose 
bold personality and administrative genius 
have left their lasting imprint upon the affairs 
of our state and won a warm place in the peo- 
ple’s hearts.”’ .

WASHINGTON, January 1.—(Special.}— 
Speaker Crispis gradually improving each 
day, though he is yet far from being able to 
leave his bed. Forseveral days Dr. Walsh 
has feared pneumonia, and has been with his 
patient almost continually, but today he 
pronounces his condition better and says he 
no longer hav any fear of pneumonia develop- 
ing, Indeed, he thinks from now on his im- 
provement should be more rapid.

Yesterday. 


WASHINGTON, January 1.—Although the 
custom has fallen into disuse elsewhere, here 
in Washington the social and official ubserv- 
ance of New Year calling is maintained with 
pertinacity. The weather was favorable, the 
air being crisp with a breath of winter and the 
sun beaming kindly through rifts in light 
clouds. 

The chief events of the forenoon were a 
breakfast to the diplomatic corps by Secretary 
Blaine and a reception by the president and 
Mrs. Harrison and wives of members of the 
cabinet. The interior of the white house had 
been elaborately decorated for the reception 
and the darkened rooms shone with the glare 
of numerous electric lights. Palms, flowers 
and potted plants were banked in the east 
room and the broad corridor leading from it.

The official programme announced that at 
11:15 o’clock the justices of the United States 
supreme court would follow the diplomatic 
corps, but the order was not strictly observed, 
and Senators Cullom, Carlisle, Gibson and 
Alleu, with members of their families, were in- 
troduced to the receiving party immediately 
after the diplomats. Chief Justice Fuller and 
associate justices of the United States supreme 
court followed. All members of the supreme 
court, except Justice Bradley, who is quite 
feeble and finds it necessary to carefully 
guard his health, were present. Justice Strong 
who is on the retired list, was with his former 
associates. Chief Justice Richardson, of the 
court of claims, afid other members of this 
court and of the district supreme court also 
paid their respects. 

At 11:25 o’clock the congress of the United 
States was received. Senators Dawes and 
Teller headed the congressional line, and Gen- 
eral John W, Foster, special representative of 
the state department, came next. Represent-

THEY ARE GETTING ANGRY. 
Alabama Politicians Growing Personal in 
Their Allusions, 

MontTeomeky, Ala., January 1.—[Special.] 
The present campaign in Alabama is growing 
exceedingly warm and personal, but nothing 
has transpired of Sosensational a character as 
the publication in The Journal this afternoon 
of a jetter and a violent personal assault upon 
Colonel Joseph Hodgson, editor of The Mobile 
Register, by Colonel J. L. Sheffield, a strong 
friend and supporter of Captain Kolb for gov- 
ernor. Serious trouble is expected to grow 
out of it. Those who know Colonel Hodgson 
here do not believe he will rest quietly under 
the exasperating charges made by Colonel 
Sheffield, and the latter, as well as the former, 
is a man of undoubted personal courage. 

The card is addressed to The Journal, and is 
as follows: 

In Colonel Hodgson’s eagerness to serve 
Governor Jones, he has seen fit to attack, through 
The Mobile Register, of recent date, the soldiers 
of north Alabama, during the late war, as desert- 
ers, mossbacks, ignorant, superstitious and 
moonshiners, who combined with negroes to 
fasten the manacles upon the limbs of the best of 
our people. Thisis not halfof the violent lan- 
guage he used in his paper against these brave 
confederate soldiers. I had the honor of being 
colonel of the Forty-eighth Alabama regiment, 
and also commanded Law’s bragade of Stonewall 
Jackson’s corps. In this command were the fol- 


‘lowing regiments, viz.: The Forty-eighth, the 


Forty-seventh and the Fourth Alabama, who 
were, in whole or in part, from the mountain 
fastnesses of north Alabama. I éannot permit such 
accusations to be cast upon these brave men, 
many of whom sleep on Virginia soil, at Gettys- 
burg and elsewhere. -I pronounce Colonel Hodg 
son a dirty, cowardly liar, one who shirked his 
duty in the face of danger, and who would have 
been court martialed, and possibly shot, for deser- 
tion, had the war continued a short while longer. 
He is a slanderer of brave men, a hypocrite and a 
contemptible scoundrel.

A BLIZZARD RAGES 


In Kansas and Northwesterh Missouri—All 
Trains Delayed, 


Kansas City, Mo., January 1.—A terrific 
blizzard is raging in Kansas and northwestern 
Missouri today. The storm began last night 
—a heavy rain and thunder storm. About 
midnight the weather began to grow cold and 
asleetstorm setin that seriously crippled all 
telegraph and telephone facilities. About 5 
o’clock this morning it began to snow and the 
wind rose to the velocity of thirty miles an 
hour. Thesnow is drifting badly along the 
line of all railroads and trains are delayed in 
Trains from Chicago, due 
early this morning, are all bulletined to be 
from ‘three to five hours late, and western 
trains are in a still worse plight.

An Alabamian Is Tolled Down to

BY A VERY CUTE YANKEE SHARPER, 


Who Led Him on by the Promise 
of “Green Goods,” 


A SLICK EXCHANGE OF ENVELOPES, 


Which Resulted in the Exposure of the 
Alabamian, and the Safe Flight 
of the Sharper. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., January 1.—[Special.] 
The “green goods’? game was successfully 
worked in Jacksonville today on a “tender- 
foot’’ from Alabama. The nameof the victim 
is W. C. Perry, of LaFayette, Chambers 
county, and the sharper who did him up was 
first met by him in a cut-rate ticket office in 
Macon, but claimed to be from Atlanta, and 
registered at the Travelers’ hotelin this city 
under the name of H. W. Royal, but so far 
his real name has not been discovered. 

How They Looked. 

These two men reached town Wednesday 
night, and put upat the Travelers, Perry regis- 
tering under the assumed name of E.D.Clevens, 
Athens, Ga. He was evidently from the rural 
districts. Heisa large, heavily-built ‘man, 
plainly dressed, wearing a large, slouch hat, a 
dark coat, vest and pants, a flannel shirt and 
heavy scotch boots, with very thick soles. He 
is darked skinned, has a heavy moustache and 
aemall goatee. 

Royal was dressed more smartly that Cley- 
ens, and had the appearance and airs of a city- 
bred sporting man. Thetwo men went out 
together after supper. About 8 o’clock 
they returned, and Royal told the clerk that 
they wanted to deposit the bulk of their money 
in the hotel safe, as they were going out “to 
paint the town,” and didn’t care to have so 
much money on them. They both said thata 
sealed envelope, which they handed the clerk, 
contained $115, and asked fora receipt for that 
amount. Theclerk would not do this without 
first seeing the money counted. Royal wouid 
not open the envelope, so, at his request, he 
was given the following receipt: 

Received of E. D. Clevens and H. W. Royal, one 
package valuables for deposit, to be turned over 
to E. D. Clevens in the presence of H. W. Royal. 

The Discovery Made. 

They then went out todo their “painting.” 
About midnight Clevens returned alone. He 
told the clerk that Royal wouldn’t be back till 
morning. In the morning he was up early. 
He inquired several times if Royal had come, 
and appeared anxious to see him. About 
noon he presented his receipt, and said he was 
going off and couldn’t wait any longer for 
Royal. 

Proprietor Barris refused to give up the 
envelope till Royal appeared. Clevens said that 
$90 of the money was his, the balance belonging 
to Royal. Finally Barris offered to break the 
seal and give Clevens his part. The latter 
consented, and the seal was broken. The en- 
velope contained no money at all, only forty- 
seven sheets of tissue paper cut the size Of a 
ten-dollar bill, and the following letter: 

JACKSONVILLE, December 31, 1891.—Mr. 
Wood-Be-Cleveland. Dear Sir: Enclosed find 
contents, and remember, you old villain, when 
you want to deal in counterfeit — and rob 
your neighbors, that such ople always get 
their deserts. You take my advice, don’t go under 
an assumed name, and let this be a lesson to you, 
and live an honest life. The paper you signed is a 
clear confession of your guilt, and if I wanted to 
ruin you by sending it to your friends, and show 
them that you registered at hotels by another 


name, they wouldn’t believe you onoath. My 
name is Royal—in a horn. 


Clevens Crushed. 


Clevens appeared to be very much confused 
when Mr. Barris read the letter to him, and 
nervously searched through the pile of tissue 
paper. He had been done up nicely by Royal, 
who had adroitly substituted this dummy for 
the envelope with the money in it. 

Clevens then admitted that his real name 
was;Perry, and that he had registered the way 
he did at Royal’s suggestion. The police were 


notified, but Royal couldn’t be found. Perry- 


left on the afternoon boat for Sanford. Before 
going he admitted that he had come to Jack- 
sonville with Royal on the promise of getting 
a big pile of ‘‘“green goods’’ from him here. 
He ciaims that he has relatives living in 
Orlando. 


WHAT THEY SAY ABOUT IT, 


Comment of the English and Irish Press 
on the Dublin Explosion. 

Dustin, January 1.—The Express (inde 
pendent conservative), commenting upon yes- 
terday’s explosion at Dubiin castle, admits 
that it is impossible to attribute political 
motives to.the affair. Not long ago, The Ex- 
press says, an explosion would have been a 
good investment, and would have brought dol- 
lars from America, but since that time that 
style of political warfare has ceased to pay. 
The persons who were formerly engaged in 
dynamite politics have of recent years found 
their occupation gone. 

The National Press, organ of the McCarthy- 
ites, says it does not think the explosion can 
be attributed to an accident. It was undoubt- 
edly a disgraceful and cowardly act of some 
blackguard, for which it would be unjust to 
hold the Irish people responsible. There is 
no doubt, the paper says, that the tories will 
try to make political capital out of the ex- 
plosion. They would be very willing to sacri- 
tice a few panes of glass from the castle win- 
dows for the sake of being furnished with an 
argument against granting home rule to Ire- 
land. 

The London Globe, which for more than 
sixty years supported the liberal party, but 
which, since 1886, has been a staunch conserv- 
ative organ, today says that the explosion 


yesterday at Dublin castle was undoubtedly of, 


malicious origin. Possibly Ford, Sullivan & 
Co. deem it necessary to stimulate the gener- 
osity of the American-Irish in behalf of the 
cause. There are men in the United “States, 
The Globe declares, who would not think 
twice of blowing up Dublin castle, if that ap- 


peared to be the most likely means of filling” 


their pockets with dollars. 

The Globe adds that the authorities should 
take all these. facts into consideration, and 
should not be in a hurry to attribute the out- 
rage toa lunatic. There are many profes- 
sional dynamiters in the United States, it 
says, who would jump at the chance of a lu- 
crative job. 

The St. James Gazette, which is an inde- 
pendent supporter of the conservative party, 
also bas an article this evening on the Dublin 
explosion. It says that although there is no 
doubt that O’Donovan Rossa will assume the 
credit of instigating the explosion, it seems 
unlikely that the affair was the result of a po- 
litical plot.

COL. CHAPMAN BAGK. 


He Tells of Wellborn Colquitt’s Narrow 
Escape from Death. 


THE STRONGHOLD ON SAND MOUNTAIN, 


Where the Desperate Fight with the 
Desperadoes Occurred—A Most 
Lively Time. 


Colonel W, H. Chapman returned last even- 
ing from Fort Payne, Ala., where the clashing 
between moonshiners and government men 
took place. 

The adventure was certainly a thrilling one. 

The fortress of the mountaineers whose cap- 
ture was so much desired by Uncle Sam’s men 
was beneath shelving and overhanging rocks | 
in a deep ravine. This was covered by a 
thick growth of bushes and shrubs, and by 
stones and other means of protection, and it 
has been there a long while without being 
disturbed. 

This immediate trouble started several weeks 
ago whena deputy collector went to serve 
some papers and as he rode away his hat and 
coat were riddled with shot and bullets. 

Early the past week Deputy Collector 
Colquitt with twelve men went to the place to 
capture the moonshiners. They crossed over 
the ravine, exposing themselves to the shots 
from within. 

The men operating the still were Clayton 
and Tap Sprouse, John Webb and a brother. 
Berry Sprouse, Amos and George Kirke were 
believed to be interested in the still. There 
were but four in the fortification, but they 
were a tower of strength against the govern-., 
ment force. 

In the exchange of shots Deputy Marshal 
Jackson was hit and this deterred the men 
from recrossing. Deputy Collector Colquitt 
then went back and@got a dynamite bomb. 
This he carried forward and threw at the in- 
trenchment. It struck a tree and bounded to 
within several feet of the oflicer, where it ex- 
ploded. 

He was not hurt by it, butit was a miracu- 


lous eseape. 

In the meanwhile John Webb had fallen, 
instantly killed by a bulletin his’ brain, and 
one of the Sprouses was injured. 

Mr. Colquitt then telegraphed for Colonel 
Chapman, who went to Fort Payne and re- 
organized the band. There were in it thirty 
men, and they were a determined set. A 
rough and dangerous encounter was antici- 
pated, but the officers were ready for it. 

Colonel Chapman was at the head, and 
Deputy Callector Colquitt was his able lieu- 
tenant. 

But the second clashing between moon- 
shiners and United Sttates officers failed to 
materialize. The birds tlew and are now being 
hotly pursued. 

Yesterday the posse, twenty-five of them 
deputy marshals, left for the moonshiners’ in- 
trenchment in the stone cavern of Sand moun- 
tain, forty miles above Anniston. 

They took along deadly dynamite to use in 
case of emergency and were all armed to the 
teeth. Provisions were taken to be prepared 
in case of a siege of several days and all neces- 
sary arrangements for the capture of the rough 
and dangerous mountaineers were made. 

With this force a start was made to the 
moonshiners’ stronghold to renew the raid, 
which had been made on Wednesday with 
such serious results. 

But the parties had all left the place, and, 
after some search, a large eighty-five-gallon 
still was found a short distance away, where it 
had been secreted. The rest of the place and 
its utensils were all undisturbed. 

More than a thousand gallons of beer, a large 
amount of meal and corn and other grain were 
destroyed, and the piace was soon completely 
ruined. 

A portion of the posse was immediately de- 
tailed to follow the moonshiners and try to 
catch them if possible. 

“It was a band,” said Oolonel Chapman, 
yesterday, ‘‘composed of desperate men. Their 
habitation was certainly a peculiar and re- 
markable one, and they would have given us 
a creat deal of difficulty had they not gone.”’ 

Deputy Marshal Jackson was leit in Ala- 
bama badly hurt. 

The Fourth Legal Hanging. 

LAGRANGE, Ga., January 1.-[Special.j}—Allen 
Bray, who will hang on January 8&sth, is getting 
very religious. He began a fast on Tuesday, 
which he maintained for one day, but, upon Jailer 
McComack’s advice, he accepted a breakfast the 
next morning. He is evidently making a faithful 
attempt to prepare for the terrible ordeal that 
awaits him. . 

This will be the fourth legal hanging that has 
taken place in Troup county. The last person 
Hanged was Jack Thomasson, a negro boy, who 
cruelly murdered two negro children on Mr. J. E. 
Hudson’s place near Long Cane. Sheriff W. G. 8. 
Martin officiated at his ‘‘taking off’’ July 6, 1877. 
Another negro suifered the extreme penalty in 
1857, and another still, we believe, during the 
war-—-both for murder. .

Thousands of tried and true democrats are 
beginning to openly express their astonish- 
ment at the singular course pursued, just at 
present, by certain democratic newspapers 
in persistently criticising from an unfavora- 
ble point of view some of the ablest and most 
efficient leaders of their party.

When democratic 
newspapers train their guns against 
democratic leaders, using the ammunition 
furnished by republican journals, the 
rank and file of the democracy will very 
naturally demand the reason why. This en- 
couragement of a factional spirit cannot go 
on without an indignant protest from the 
democratic masses, and the discordant voices 
now raised in this untimely agitation will be 
sternly rebuked. 

The status ofa newspaper’s party loyalty 
is decided by the main body of the party. 
If it helps the enemy by encouraging fac- 
tional discord it will very soon be relegated 
to the rear. 
a nian’s loyalty was very correctly measured 
by his criticisms of the leaders. The half- 
hearted soldiers in the union army and their 
home sympathizers, who criticised McClellan, 
Hancock, Thomas and Grant, soon found 
that they were regarded as doubtful, or as 
enemies of the cause. On the confederate 
side the few who minimized the victories of 
Lee, Stonewall Jackson and Johnston and 
made the most of their mistakes were 
promptly classified and watched. On both 
sides the loyal and true men stood shoulder 
to shoulder with their comrades, and they 
did not go to the enemy for a criticism of 
their leaders, nor pass it along the line if, 
perchance, they heard it. 

As itis in war, soit is in politics, Per- 
sonal preferences cannot be considered. The 
faithful and able leaders who are best 
equipped for victory, and who occupy the 
point of vantage,are the ones to follow. We 
cannot waste time in front of the enemy in 
attempting to pull down one man for the 
personal benefit of afavorite, In this fight 
all true democrats must get together and 
pull together. Any other course promises 
nothing but defeat. cS | 


The Farmers and the Cotton Crop. 

It isan easy matter to suggest that the 
farmers should reduce the acreage of the 
coiton crop this year, and it would bean 
easy matter for the farmers to follow the ad- 
vice if the simple fact of reduction were the 
only factor to be considered. The sugges- 
tion, rightly considered, amounts to a very 
serious problem. How is the proposed re- 
duction to be made without impoverishing 
still further those farmers whose sole de- 
pendence is their cotton crops?

cubus, but it has been a slow and exhaustive 
process in which success can only come to 
those who have the highest business talents. 

The fact remains that a great majority of 
southern farmers now depend and will con- 
tinue, through force ef circumstances, to de- 
pend on cotton as their money crop. How 
are they, in the face of the demands of 
bankers, commission merchants and factors, 
to reduce their crop without crippling them- 
selves? This point, suggested yesterday in 
a communication from Mr. H. C. Brown, is 
worthy of serious consideration. The far- 
mers can reduce their acreage if a genera) 
movement is made in that direction by those 
who depend on the farmers and on whom 
the farmers depend, but how-is this move- 
ment to be brought about? 

There is no time nowto lose, . The matter 
is cne which concerzs every business inter- 
est in the south almost as vitally as it does 
the farmer, and it should be disposed of by 
those interested. Do the bankers, the mer- 
chants and the factors propose to help the 
farmers to reduce their crops?

The Mugwump Fraud. 

The mugwump influence has been s0 
prominent and pervasive of late years that 
& great many editors, some of them in the 
south, have become convinced that the 
democratic party is nothing but a tariff re- 
form party; that it has no other excuse for 
being; that there is no other issue worth the 
attention of the party.

If there were no suchthing as tariffs or 
tariff reform, the democratic party would 
still be an active, vigorous and vital .el- 
ement in the life of the republic, and it will 
continue to be this long after tariff refor1 
has been disposed of. | 

Under all the circumstances, we are not 
surprised to see a tendency on the part of 
some of the brethren to defend the mug- 
wumps against the richly merited criticisms 
which have been applied tothem. The de- 
fense is very touching, but how long will it 
hold good? The mugwumps are for free 
trade today, and are willing to wreck the 
democratic party on that issue, but where 
will they be tomorrow? . If they were even 
consistent tariff reformers—that is to say, 
ifthey were consistent and persistent in 
support of the party that favors tariff re- 
form—the case would be different. We 
would have nothing to say beyond giving 
these one-issue men a warm welcome as at 
least assistant democrats, 

But they are neither consistent nor per- 
sistent even in pursuit of their one issue, 
Their eagerness as tariff reformers is a sham 
on the face of it, as was shown by the results 
of the recent election. They claim to have 
brought about the election of Governor Rus- 
sell; of Massachusetts, but the only way for 
the cause of tariff reform to have been 
helped in that state was for the mugwumps 
to aid in electing the whole democratic 
ticket, so that the policy of the governor 
might have some influence on legislation. 
Yet the mugwumps, conceding to them the 
power of they claim (which we believe to 
be entirely fictitious), elected Governor Rus- 
sell to be a figure-head by giving him a re- 
publican legislature. , 

What was the mugwump attitude in New 
York? Those of our readers who have 
taken a serious interest in affairs have 
not forgotten. Led by Mr. George William 
Curtis, the mugwump battalion, with the 
exception of a few stragglers, went over to 
the republicans and fought under the ban- 
ners of Piatt. This fact showed beyond all 
question that they are political masquerad- 
ers—that their pretentious demand for tariff 
reform isasham and a fraud. For they 
did their utmost to turn the state of New 
York over to Platt and the republican ad- 
ministration—an event that would have 
left the government in the hands of the -re- 
publicans until 1806.

The Indications Are That Atlanta Will 
Have It. 


INITIATORY STEPS HAVE BEEN TAKEN, 


And the City Has a Chance at Four 
Most Desirable Lots—W hat Has 
Been Done, 


Ninety-one has gone and 1892 is here. 

But Atlanta never had a more prosperous 
year than the one just ended. 

Besides retiring the amount of bonds re- 
quired by the charter the mayor and tinance 
committee have paid every dollar of the float- 


ing debt of the year— 
Have paid for a lot for the new station 


house three years before the bill was due, 


than the city charter requires. 

But better than all this the administration 
sees its way clear in starting a city hall build- 
ing. 

And when completed it will be a monument 
to Mayor Hemphill and those who have served 
with himdn 1891. 

A new and magnificent system of water- 
works, 

A grand fire department headquarters, 

A handsome new police headquarters ade- 
quate to the demands of Atianta, 

And a fine city hall. 

These are the features the year has not only 
marked out, but the administration has actu- 
ally begun work upon. 

The initiatory steps for the city hall were 
taken yesterday morning, and the day’s work 
so enthused the mayor and Mr. Rice, of the 
finance committee, that they will not stop now 
until the building is assured. For the past 
years the inadequacy of the Chamber of Com- 
merce to the requirements of the city govern- 
ment has been known. 

But it was never so apparent as it has been 
within the past few months, 

In the building the mayor must have an 
office. So must the board of health, the board 
of water commissioners, the superintendent of 
the waterworks, the sanitary department, the 
city engineer, the comptroller, the city asses- 
sor, the city tax collector, the city clerk, the 
marshal, the park department and the com- 
missioner of public works. Then _ there 
are the sexton, the police com- 
mission and the stockade departments which 
should have apartments. 

Nearly every one of these departments has 
records Which are valuable and should be pre- 
served. 

At present these records are in a dozen dif- 
ferent places, and are liabie to be destroyed at 
any time. 

They are Atlanta’s archives and a place 
should be provided for their safe-keeping and 
preservation. 

Those aboutthe city hall have long been 
advised of the situation, and the chief execu- 
tive and finance coinmittee have been figuring 
for a new city home, After the accounts had 
been fully cast up astart for thenew home 
seemed possible, and work was begun yester- 
day. For some time past Mayor Hemp- 
hill and Mr. Rice have been quietly 
looking around for a lot for the 
building. Three fine locations were 
presented for their consideration, and in the 
morning they went upon a tour of inspec- 
tion. 

First they examined the large lot on Wal 
ton and Forsyth owned by Mr. Hlealy, which 
they can get for $100,000. Thelot is a most 
excellént oné and would make a desirable 
resting place for a magnificent city hall. 

Just across Forsyth street they found 
another magnificent lot, a little larger than 
the Healy lot. It’s the First Baptist church lot 
and on that they can secure figures of about 


the same price. : 

On Thompson and Mitchell a large lot was 
presented for their inspection and ample 
room can be secured at $700 a front foot. 

Then on Mitchell and Thompson they found 
another lot. 

Either of the lots can be bought on the most 
advantageous terms, and the mayor and Mr, 
Rice are now figuring on the trade, and with 
Mr. Hendrix, of the finance committee, are 
doing everything necessary to secure a good 
bargain for the city, The entire finance 
committee, which is co m posed of 
Mr. Rice, Mr Hutchison, Mr. Shrop- 
shire, Mr.. Turner and Mr. Hendrix, 
is understood to be strong supporters of 
Mayor Hemphill in this movement and will at 
an early day give ita thorough investigation. 
Mr. Woodward, chairman of the public build- 
ings and grounds committee, who will 
naturally figure prominently in the work if, it 
is accomplished, has long been an averred ad- 
vocate of a new city hail, and when the 
finance committee meets he will be 
there to add his voice to the discussion. 

There is every reason to believe that the 
finance committee-and the public buildings 
and grounds committee will declare in favor 
of the purchase of one of the lots. 

And it these two committees do so decide 
the council will order the purchase. 

Some Happy Figures. 

Now that the city comptroller has balanced 
his books for 1891 it’s easy to see how Atlanta 
stands financially. 

Here it is:

But the most interesting part of the financial 
story is the disposition of the money expended. 

All'this will be shown by Mayor Hemphill’s 
annual address Monday, and among other 
things he will declare that there have been 
72-5 miles of belgian block laid, at cost 
of $186,527. This breaks the record. The 
next largest amount was done in ’88—6.35 
miles at a cost of $167,725. 

There have been 5.78 miles of sewers built, 
costing $115,227. For 1890 there were 5.37 
costing $88,092. The cost was greater this 
year, in proportion to the mileage, because so 
much of it was on big “trunk sewers.’’ The 
Butler and Loyd street sewers were both fin- 
ished in 1891. 

There were 13.37 miles of sidewalks laid, 
costing $55,810. This is the largest expendi- 
ture ever made in one year for sidewalks. In 
1884 it was $55,805 for 16.5 miles, but the cost 
for this year includes, besides 13.37 miles of 
sidewalk, 19 miies of curbing.

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GEORGIA LEADS. 


Ahead of All Other Southern States in Rail- | 


way Building. 

In Georgia last year 244 miles of new rail- 
road were built. Pennsylvania’s new mileage 
was just nine miles more. 

Georgia led in construction until six weeks 
ago. Pennsylvania pulled up at the end of 
the year and passed this state by a neck. 

The six south Atlantic states laid 1,096 
miles of new track, while the six New England 
states laid only fifty miles. 

Last year’s total mileage, according to The 
Engineering News, was 4,093, making the 
mileage of the United States 171,106. This is 
a falling off of 1,574 miles from 1890. Wash- 
ington and South Carolina were close together, 
having laid 220 and 219 miles respectively. 

Kansas laid only two miles in 1891. Five 
years before, that state laid 2,102 miles. Mary- 
land added only three miles in 1891 and 
Rhode Island only four miles. 

There are 1,200 different railroad companies 
in the United States, employing 750,000 
men.

Is Shown in the Population of Atlanta 
in One Year. 


THE FIGURES WILL EXCEED 100,000. 


Mr, H. G. Saunders, the Directory Man 
Has About Completed His Work 
of Taking the City’s Census. 


The population. of Atlanta is over one 
hundred thousand. 

It may even reach 110,000. 

These figures are reached by an approximate 
estimate of the census just completed by Mr. 
H. G. Saunders, the city directory man. 

The exact figures will be announced by Mr. 
Saunders today, or Monday. He and his as- 
sistants are hard at work compiling the census. 

The result shown by the census taken since 
September Ist is gertainly very gratifying, and 
demonstrates that Atlanta has grown even 
beyond the most extravagant estimates, 

A gain of fully 10,000 people will be shown 
over the census taken one year ago, by Mr. 
Saunders and hisassistants. 

The above estimate is a very conservative 
one, and is based on the results already ar- 
rived at. 

The tota) will not fal] under 100,000. 

The work of taking the cénsus of the city is 
done incidentally by Mr. Saunders, in prepar- 
ing the data for the Atlanta city directory. 
This work was begun in September: last. Mr. 
Saunders had in his employ twenty-six com- 


" petent assistants. 


The duty of these assistants was to canvass 
the city thoroughly and get the names and ad- 
dresses of every adult malein the city. Nor 
was this all; the location of every house in the 
city had to be obtained. It was a big under- 
taking and the same territory was frequently 
traversed as many as a half-dozen times. The 
last round was made and the latest changes 
noted the first week in December. The work 
of compiling the directory, after all 
the necessary names and _ addresses 
had been obtained, was great. The 
names of firms, of streets and of individuals 
had to be alphabetically arranged. Then the 
great pile of manuscript was sent to the 
printer. 

All night Thursday night every press in the 
big job department of THE CONSTITUTION Was 
engaged in the work of printing the directory. 
At4o’clock yesterday morning the work was 
finished, and the vast pile of printed sheets 
was ready for the binder. 

The directory will be ready for delivery by 
Monday. 

“The book,”’ said Mr. Saunders yesterday, 
‘thas 112 pages more than the directory for 
last year, but the bulk is the same. I began 
printing a directoryin Atlanta in 1888, and 
the bulk of every one has been the same, al- 
though every year more names are added. I 
use lighter paper to do this.’’ 

Mr. Saunders is an experienced hand in the 
important work of directory compiling. He 
got out five city directories in Detroit, three in 
Chicago, and several in various other northern 
cities. 

The demand for the directory of 1892 will be 
greater than ever, as the need for it is greater. 
The change in the street numbers has caused 
a vast amount of confusion, but every change 
is shown in the directory. More copies have 
been printed than in any previous year. 

Mr. Saunders may be able to announce the 
exact figures shown by the census today, and 
at the same time he will give reasons which, 
to his mind, have caused’ the great increase in 
population.

The 
dockets will be sounded, and cases for next 
week will bo assigned. 

Two Trust Deeds. 


Yesterday morning two very heavy trust 
deeds were recorded in the office of the clerk 
of the superior court. 

The first was given by the Georgtia Electric 
Light Company to the Southern Banking and 
Trust Company, offAtlanta, to secure the first 
mortgage 6 per cent boids. The company 
gives a mortgage on allits property to secure 
these bonds. The company is authorized to 
issue $500,000 im bonds, which are to 
mature in thirty years. The deed is 
signed by H. M. Atkinson, president, and, W. 
8. Garfield, secretary of the Georgia Electric 
Light Company. 

The other deed is given by the Edison Elec- 
tric Illuminating Company, of Atlanta, to the 
Southern Banking and Trust Company, of At- 
Janta. The deed is made to enabie the com- 
pany to float first mortgage bonds amounting 
to $50,000. This deed is signed by H. M. 
Atkinson, president, and Walter R. Rhett, 
secretary, of the Edison Electric Illuminating 


Company. 
Petition for Charter. 


A petition for the charter of the “James A. 
Anderson Clothing Company” was filed yes- 
terday morning in the superior court. The 
incorporators are: James A. Anderson, W. 
B. Lowe and John H. James. The capital is 
$50,000, 
The company will do a general business in 
clothing and furnishing goods. 

The Criminal Court.

They have 
enjoyed heavy traflic for the last three months. 
The southern roads had good average business 
iup to November ist. <A/ll of them made fine 
ghowings for October. The weather was tine 
then, and the cotton was rushed into market. 
November and December having beén dull, 
the freight men talked glumly, not taking into 
Pfull considefation, perhaps, the fact that they 
handled in October a large proportion of the 
etraffic which is usually spread out over No- 
yember and December. 
. Asthe population and trade increase pas- 
senger and freight tratlic must grow. General 
trade did not expand much last year and that 
accounts for the disappointing showings of the 
transportation lines. Census statistics show 
that in the nine years from 1880 to 1889 both 
the freight and passenger revenues of the rail- 
‘roads in Kentucky, Tennessee, Mississippi, 
‘Alabama, Georgia and Florida are more than 
doubled. The total earnings of the = raiiroads 
‘in these states was nearly seventy-two million 
doliars in 1859 against only $32,000,000 in 1880. 
The Western and Atlantic’s passenger traftic 
showed a gain every month of 1891 over the 
corresponding month of 1890.

The state executive committee of the

The most important work done was the 
election of delegates tothe national alliance 
convention, which meets in St. Louis, Febra- 
ary 22d. 

This convention will be an important one, 
as the third party matter was deferred to this 
convention. 

Delegates were elected as follows: W. A. 
Wilson, of Sumter; Martin V. Calvin, of 
Richmond; Charies L. Moses, of Coweta; H. 
P. Bell, of Jefferson; M. L. Palmer, of Floyd. 
Alternates: Fred Wimberly, of Pulaski; W. 
L. Peek, ot Rockdale; John H. Traylor, of 
Troup; L. H. O. Martin, of Elbert; R. W. Ev- 
erett, of Polk. 

President Livingston is a member and chair- 
man ex-officio of the delegation. > 

No specific instructions were given to the 
delegates, but they were instructed to vote as 
a unit on all questions coming before the con- 
vention.

The resignation of Mr. W. 8S. Copeland, the 
state lecturer, was read and accepted.
